There are gas works, 
and there is an electric light plant. 
The built-up portion of the city 
oarers about 150 acres and It has a 
population of 27,000. There are some 
fine buildings, the most notable of 
which is the famous Terry theater. 
Adjacent to the Terry theater is one 
of tbe longest and finest places in all 
Cuba ornamented with many statues, 
some of which are artistic. In the 
Bame locality is a fine old church. 
Southeast of the city rise the South- 
ern or San Juan mountains, which 
are picturesque and greatly enhance 
the beauty of the surroundings. 


The railroad facilities are good for 


Cuba, connections being made with 
the general railroad system of the 
island by which route the city is 190 
miles from Havana. Statistics1 ^how 
the general importance of water 
traffic in connection with which it 
should ba stated that Cienfuegos is a 
stopping point for the regular line of 
outside steamers while there are a 
number of small steamers, and a 
large number of sailing crafts en- 
gaged in the coasting trade. 
The 


city has one good hotel but since 
the island was turned over to the 
United States. American boarding 
houses bave been coming into view 
in all directions. 
Such things as 


family and private boarding house* 
were unknown under Spanish reign, 
but they are now appearing, and ad- 
vertise that they employ America 
cooks and serve their meals in Amer- 
ican style. 
The proprietors evi- 


dently expect an influence of winter 
tourists from the United States. 


The island 
however 
is 
hardly 


prepared to make visitors comfortable 
until hotela^are built and accommoda- 
tions are increased. The present hote's 
are small,ifewln number, conducted on 
the .Spanish plan and°accomodations are 
far from being first-class. Only a few 
rooms in a hotel front upon a street the 
most of them having no inside windows 
but being lighted from an inside court. 
The average rate for room and boarding 
]a $2 a day and Spanish cooking is the 
rule in nearly all hotels.

Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., May 15.— 


With all on board (the schooner Nel- 
son, heavily ladeu with a cargo of coal, 
foundered in Lake Superior, oft Grand 
Marais. 


So far as known here only one man, 


»3aptaiu Haghney, escaped from this 
the first disaster of the season. 
The 


crew consisted of the following: Cap- 
tain Andrew Haghney of Toledo; cap- 
tain's wife and 2-year-old child; Fred 
Haas, sailor, residence unknown; six 
sailors, names unknown. 


The Nelson, which is owned by the 


Mitchell Transportation company of 
Bay City, was in tow of the steamer A. 
Folsom, which also had the schooner 
Mary B. Mitchell as a consort. The Fol- 
som and Mitchell turned back and ar- 
rived here without serious damage. 
Captain A. F. White, master of the 
steamer, at once reported the disaster 
to the owners. 


The Folsom, Mitchell 
and Nelson 


were laden with coal. At the time of 
the disaster the wind was blowing a 
gale of 50 miles an hour and freezing 
hard. The three boats were being coat- 
ed with ice, and this, added to their 
coal, made them ride very low in the 
water. 
Seas broke aboard constantly 


and the force of the gale was driving 
them toward the beach. 


The beach at Grand Marais was but 


four miles under the lee of the boats, 
and Captain White determined to try 
tho dangerous expedient of turning the 
tow in the sea find running before the 
v.'incl for White Fish point. Before the 
turn was finished tho Nelson was seen 
to turn tov.'ard the shore, and it be- 
came evident that the line had parted 
under the strain or had been cut. Soon 
it became apparent that slie was sink- 
Ing. 
There was no chance of rendering 


>»ny assistance, however. 
In a few 


minutes the Nelson threw her stern 
into the air and dove straight for the 
bottom. Where she sank there Is 300 
feet of water. The crew had no time 
to even lower their yawl boat which 
hung on the davits at the stern.
